Description: This six bay by one bay, two and a half story house sits close
to the road facing east. The house has light green novelty siding. There
is a porch on the east elevation with a half-hipped roof and supported by
six chamfered wooden posts.

The north two story porch is open at first level, and
screened-in at the second level. There are two-over-two double-hung
windows, some flanked by white wooden iocuvered shutters., At the south end
of the east elevation, first level, two windows extend down to the porch
floor.

Fountain Peters' store became the post office for the two communities in
1907, and they were henceforth both called "Glen".

The store section was vacated by 1937, and the property sold by
Peters' widow in 1952, The present owners were deeded the property in 1972,

STATEMENT OF SIGNIFICANCE

The Glen Store, situated in the Watts Branch valley, is a good
example of a rural, turn-of-the-century combined residential-commercial
structure,

The building is located upon a tract of land which from the early
19th century had been associated with g milling complex employing the
water power provided by Watts Branch. The grist mill, and later saw
mill, located on the western bank of the stream, was purchased in 1884
from George R, Bell by Lucy J, Peters.l This property consisted of 86
acres of "Clagetts Folly" and "Brothers Industry", lying on either side

~~0f Watts Branch., Sometime during the 1890'3, Lucy Peters' son, George
fountain Peters, married, and soon thereafter constructed the subject
building upon a section of his mother's land. The dwelling/store is
believed to have been built e, 1899,

While Fountain Peters store was located in the vieinity of a small
community referred to as "Glen", it appears that the neighborhood sur-
rounding the Peters' store received a separate designation, that of the
town of "Tulip", This is indicated in a bassage in the "Glen Items"
column of the March 23, 1900 issue of the Montgomery County Sentinel,
which states

essour little nearby town of Tulip has a
new merchant, Mr. Fountain Peters, who seems
- to be doing a flourishing business.

This town name was short lived, however, for with the transferral of the
post office across the branch to Fountain Peters' store, ca. 1907, the
two communities were known by the single title, "Glen".

The dwelling/store remained in the Peters family until 1252, though
the store section was desecribed as "vacant" as early as 1937. After the
death of George Fountain Peters, his widow conveyed the building and a
surrounding 10,310 acres to Ralph and Renee Gunkel.3 The house was
purchased by the present owners in 1972,
